Labor Committee Moves To Halt Rail Strike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Labor Committee ap- 
proved 13 to 1 today a resolution 
designed to halt, until Oct. 1, the 
nationwide rail strike called by 
the signalmen's union. 


The committee acted as the 


strike sent mounting ripples of 
paralysis through much of the 
economy for the second day. 


Sponsors of the resolution said 


they hoped it could clear the 
Senate in a few hours and then 
be conciled later in the day with 
House legislation, and sent on to 
President Nixon. 


The committee included in its 
resolution an approximate 17 
per cent wage increase for the 


13,000 
members 
of 
the 


signalmen's union. 


Thus it revised considerably 


the proposal sent to Congress 
Monday by Nixon after the 
strike began. 


The President had proposed a 


simple extension of the no-strike 
period to July 1 without any 
wage increase. 


But members of the Labor 


Committee decided that the men 
should receive an interim wage 
increase since they had been 
working 22 months without one. 
The wage boost included in the 
committee's resolution covers 
the first three steps of a wage 
package recommended by an 


emergency board. 


Shortly before the committee 


action, 
House 
Republican 


Gerald Ford of Michigan, 
emerged from a White House 
meeting with President Nixon 
and accused the Democratic- 
controlled Congress of "Foot- 
dragging" on legislation to end 
the strike and enact permanent 
legislation for dealing with 
similar labor disputes. 


"The economy of the United 


States will suffer more and our 
tax loss will be greater by 
further delay in consideration of 
rail strike legislation than would 
ever be saved by troop reduc- 
tions in Europe," Ford said. 


Major steel and automobile 


firms slashed production, tons of 
perishable foods piled up on rail 
sidings, 300,000 commuters had 
to find other transportation and 
the New York stock market 
suffered its sharpest loss in a 
year. 


President 
Nixon, 
telling 


Congress "It is essential that 
our railroads continue to 
operate," asked the strike be 
halted until July 1 to allow more 
time for the industry to bargain 
with the 13,000 members of the 
striking 
Brotherhood 
of 


Railroad Signalmen. 


The Senate Labor Committee, 


after 
hearing 
from 
the 


railroads, the union and Nixon 
administration 
spokesmen, 
indicated sentiment for ex- 
tending the delay to Oct. i and 
writing signalmen an im- 
mediate pay increase. 


Both sides in the dispute 


promised to abide by such a plan 
which would raise top pay for 
signalmen from the present 
$3.78 an hour to $4.46. 


Strike-delaying legislation 


likely 
would 
reach 
the 


President's desk tonight unless 
the House and Senate approve 
widely different plans requiring 
more time for compromise. 


The signalmen struck at dawn 


Monday after all legal delays

had been exhausted over more 
than 16 months of negotiations. 


Some 500,000 other rail 


workers in the tightly unionized 
industry refused to cross picket 
lines of signalmen who install, 
inspect and maintain ttackside 
electric signal devices. 


Spokesmen said the steel 


industry— already stockpiling 
in anticipation of a possible 
strike of its own when its con- 
tracts expire in August — was 
forced 
into 
immediate 


production cutbacks. 


U. S. Steel, the nation's 


biggest producer of steel, 
reduced coke production 10 per 
cent Monday and said if the 


walkout lasts 48 hours, "the 
problems will really start to get 
serious." 


Jones and Laughlin steel 


wired Congress that unless the 
strike ends "within the next five 
days we will be forced to shut 
down facilities and furlough 
many thousands of workers at 
plants in Pittsburgh, Chicago 
and Cleveland." 


The auto industry, heavily 


dependent on rails for incoming 
parts and outgoing cars, felt 
effects of the 'strike quickly, 
cutting back production and 
promising to close factories if 
the walkout continues.

Rocket 
Attack 


SAIGON (AP) — A heavy 


rocket attack virtually wiped 
out the small Laotian town of 
Ban Dong Hene on the western 
edge of the Ho Chi Minn trail, in 
the second day of stepped-up 
assaults by North Vietnamese 
forces in the Laotian panhandle, 
authorities reported. 


Some veteran observers of the 


Laotian scene said the surge of 
attacks may be an attempt to 
pressure Premier Souvanna 
Phouma into demanding an end 
to U. S. bombing of the North 
Vietnamese 
supply 
routes 


through southern Laos. 


While action in South Vietnam 


and Cambodia was generally 
light and scattered, one official 
commented that "the Com- 
munists are hitting more places 
at the same time in Laos than I 
can remember ever before." 


The North Vietnamese on 


Sunday seized the towns of Pak 
Song and Ban Houei Sai, giving 
them control of almost all of the

Passes Its First Big Test 


By DOUG WILLIS 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — A $2 


billion-a-year tax reform plan to 
eliminate all property taxes on 
homes worth $16,000 or less has 
passed its first legislative test. 
But Republicans warn there 
may be trouble ahead for the 
Democrat-backed tax shift. 


The massive tax reform was 


approved Monday on a party- 
line vote of the Assembly 
Revenue and Taxation Com- 
mittee after elimination of a 
controversial proposal to levy 


property taxes only on land, 
businesses and investment 
property. 


The proposal would nearly 


double state income taxes over 
the next two years and raise the 
sales tax by one cent to pay for 
$1.27 billion of property tax 
relief for homeowners and 
another $800 million in renter 
income tax credits and new 
state support for local school 
and welfare programs. 


The proposals by Assem- 


blyman Joe Gonsalves, D-La 


Mirada, now go to the Ways and 
Means Committee, where a 12-9 
Democratic majority virtually 
guarantees sending the tax shift 
to the Assembly floor for a vote 
early next month. 


But Assemblyman William 


Bagley of San Rafael, legislative 
author of Goy. Reagan's un- 
successful $1 billion tax reform 
plan last year, said he snd many 
other Republicans consider the 
$2 billion shift "too big to 
swallow, in the sense of using up 
all the taxing resources of the 


Six Young Defendants In Court

Innocent pleas were entered in 


Tehama County Superior Court 
yesterday by two 20-year-old 
men charged in grand jury 
indictments with marijuana law 
violations, and jury trials set. 


Another young man and three 


young women indicted by the 
grand jury were arraigned and 
their cases were continued to 
next Monday to permit court- 
appointed attorneys to study the 
charges. 


Judge Curtiss E. Wetter also 


continued the cases of Roberto

and

Alcarez, facing charges in 
connection with a slaying at 
Plum Creek prison camp last 
August. 
Their 
attorneys, 


Thomas McGlynn and Edward 
J. Allen, asked the continuance 
to June l. 


The two who pleaded innocent 


to the marijuana charges are 
Robert D. Pratt and Douglas E. 
Norris. Pratt is charged only on 
one count of possession of 
marijuana, 
but Norris 
is 


charged with possession of 
marijuana and, in addition, with 


three counts of furnishing 
marijuana and, one count of 
furnishing 
a 
restricted 


dangerous drug. 


District Attorney Henry Goff 


pointed out to the defendants in 
the arraignments 
that the 


penalty for possession of either 
marijuana or a restricted drug 
is up to a year in jail or from one 
year to 10 in state prison. The 
penalties for furnishing either 
marijuana or a restricted drug 
are from five years to life in 
prison, with three years set as 
the minimum time for parole. 


Judge Wetter set Pratt's trial 


for June 8, Norris' for June 29 
Both will be before a jury. Both 
defendants were in custody, but 
Pratt's attorney said his family 
was attempting to raise bail and 
at his request and his promise to 
appear, the judge reduced his 
bail from $2,500 to $1,000.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


National 
Commission

Drugs was told today marijuana 
probably is dangerous but 
should be legalized. 


The testimony followed the 


claims Monday of two doctors 
that 
the 
drug 
produced 


distortion of perception and 
reality in test subjects and the 
opinion of another doctor that 
alcohol 
produces 
similar 


results. 


John Kaplan, a law professor 


at Stanford University, told the 
commission today in prepared 
testimony 
he 
believes 


marijuana to be dangerous but 
added research since 1894 has 


yet to show how dangerous the 
drug may be. 


"If 
the marijuana laws 


worked," he said, "I would be 
strongly in favor of them but 
they, like Prohibition, do not 
work. They divide the young 
from the old and are propelling 
us to a national crisis of con- 
fidence of major dimensions. 
Therefore they must go." 


Monday, 
Drs 
Harold 


Kolansky and William Moore 
outlined their heavily publicized' 
study of 38 psychiatric patients 
which 
they 
said 
showed 


marijuana "produces a brain 
syndrome marked by distortion 
of perception and reality which 
leads. . . " to impaired 
judgment, lagging attention 


spans, slowing of a sense of time 
and trouble talking. 


The concluded the mental 


problems observed in their 
patients

from 


marijuana 
smoking 
and 


recommended a "get toi'gh" 
policy to control the drug.

In the Fall of 1972 the children 


attending school in the Red Bluff 
Elementary School District will 
be separated into three groups 
according to grade level. 


Those in kindergarten through 


second 
grade 
will 
attend 


Jackson Heights. Bidwell will 
serve grades three through five 
and Vista, grades six through 
eight. 


The decision by the Board of 


Trustees of the district to put 
these divisions into effect is 
based 
upon 
three con- 


siderations: 
efficiency, 


economy and need. 


For the purpose of planning it 


is considered more efficient to 
have all teachers who are 
teaching 
one grade 
level 


together at one site rather than 
scattered over three sites. 
Further, training of teacher- 
aides can be more readily 
achieved if all aides are trained 
at one grade level site the 
educators feel. 


Grade 
division is 
more 


economical 
in 
terms 
of 


providing special services and 
in equipment and material use. 
For example, a special reading 
program for a second grader 
necessarily differs from that of 
a fifth grader. The equipment 
used for teaching art or science 
in the third grades differs from 
that used for teaching these 
subjects in the eighth grade.

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Difficult Balancing Act 


Sacramento Valley farmers have a couple of new worries — or, 


at least, a couple of problems that haven't received much public 
consideration. One is the increasing amount of Mexico-grown 
produce financed with United States capital and competing in the 
United States market. The other is increased acreage of farmlands 
in the San Joaquin Valley irrigated with government-project water 
from the north. 


There is probably need in the world for all the tomatoes, beans, 


melons, fruit and other produce both of the developing regions can 
grow, and possibly someday wages and prices and marketing 
facilities will adjust to distribute them adequately. But in the 
meantime, there are likely to be dislocations. There is the distinct 
threat of surplus and lower prices. And farmers are saying they 
have about exhausted the possibilities in reducing production costs. 


The Mexico produce threat appears to be the more serious for 


Sacramento Valley farmers, because of a water cost differential 
between Sacramento Valley and San Joaquin Valley water. Water 
in the southern San Joaquin costs as much as $30 an acre foot, 
though that is partially offset by less likelihood of rain damage in 
the south. 


The Mexican growers on the other hand, have plentiful water, 


excellent climate, and, up to now at least, low-cost labor. Their 
produce, including 48.3 million pounds of strawberries last year, is 
already making noticeable inroads on the United States market 
Some strawberry growers have been asking restrictions on the 
Mexican importation. But the Mexicans have made it clear that if 
Mexican importation into the United States is restricted, United 
States importation into Mexico will be restricted likewise. Since the 
United States exports more into Mexico than is imported, that 
doesn't seem a very smart approach. 


Morever, both the local threat and the international threat are 


manifestations of the worldwide problem of matching production to 
demand. It doesn't apply only to agricultural production, but 
because of fluctuation and perishability it is particularly 
troublesome in agriculture. 


Obviously, no one has a certain, indisputable answer on how to 


Achieve balance. Allan Grant, president of the California Farm 
Bureau, said in an article in the California Farm Bureau Monthly 
that he believes that the answer is combining the best points of a 
number of approaches, and that growers should not lock them- 
selves into any one approach. 


Grant's ideas sound sensible. Every possible avenue should be 


explored, and decisions made on their merits in the light of present 
circumstances. Production must be balanced to demand. In doing 
that, though — and certainly Mr. Grant would agree — the em- 
phasis must be on increasing the demand, not curtailing produc- 
tion. It is foolhardy to produce more than the market can be made 
to absorb. But it would be selfish and self-defeating to deliberately 
aim at scarcity. Our efforts must be on plentiful production and 
efficient distribution.

Department, with characteristic 
softness on union bosses, has 
refused to take criminal action 
against one of the nation's most 
respected unions for making 
illegal loans to its officers and 
staff. 


The Landrum -Griffith Act 


forbids union employes or of- 
ficers from going into debt to 
their organization for more than 
$2,000. The penalty runs as high 
as a $3,000 fine and a year in jail. 


Although officers 
of other 


unions have been fined or jailed 
for the offense, the leaders of 
other unions have been fined or 
jailed for the offense, the 
leaders of the International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union 
have been allowed to get away 
with it. 


Instead of prosecuting, the 


Labor Department entered into 
a series of secret negotiations 
with the union leaders which 
produced an agreement that the 
illegal 
loans 
would 
be 


"reduced" to legal levels. No 
deadline was set for ac- 
complishing this. 


Barely had this quiet deal 


been consummated when the 
department discovered that the 
union was violating the same 
law in another way. So the Labor 
Department merely sat down 
with the union bigwigs and made 
another deal. 


The illegal loans have been 


made in two forms. The first 
discovered by the department 
was 
cut-rate 
mortgages.

TALK, NOT FIGHT 


There were some in the Labor 


Department's regional office in 
New York, which has immediate 
jurisdiction over the ILGWU, 
who wanted to make a full-scale 
investigation. The department 
brass decided, however, that 
they would rather talk than 
fight. 


So negotiations were begun in 


New York and eventually 
concluded in Washington. It was 
decided that the union officers 
would not be prosecuted if no 
new mortgage loans were made 
and the outstanding ones were 
reduced to the legal limit of 
$2,000 over an unspecified period 
of time. 


Soon thereafter, however, it 


was discovered that a number of 
ILGWU officers and staff had 
been getting cut-rate personal 
loans up to $2,000 which were 
also illegal because the same 
persons already were in debt to 
the union for mortgage money. 


Instead of action, there was 


more talk and a few months ago 
the government and the union 
agreed that these loans would be 
cut back to legal levels by Oc- 
tober of this year. 


Benjamin Naumoff, the New 


York regional administrator 
who has jurisdiction over the 
ILGWU, told us that the decision 
not to act was made because 
there was no evidence the loans 
were made for corrupt reasons 
and there was no injury to the 
ILGWU. 


Asked why the department did 


not 
set 
a 
deadline 
for 


eliminating the mortgages, he 
said this might have been un- 
feasible in view of the time it 
normally takes to pay off a 
mortgage. The union confirmed 
Naumoff's explanation. 


The whole situation is all the 


more surprising because the 
ILGWU has long been con- 
sidered one of the nation's most 
progressive unions, a reputation 
it acquired under the leadership 
of David Dubinsky, who was its 
president from 1932 to 1965. 


Footnote: Burton Hall, a New 


York lawyer, who represents 
dissident groups in the ILGWU, 
has made a thorough in- 
vestigation of the illegal loans 
and traces the government's 
softness 
to 
the 
union's 


longstanding friendship with 
Naumoff. When Naumoff first 
got his job, Hall tells us, the 
ILGWU leaders threw a big 
testimonial dinner for him and 
gave him a color TV, which he 
accepted.

Cooper, a native of 
Columbus, Ind., was general 
manager of The AP from 1925 to 
1951. 


"Byline journalism. . . today 


has been distorted by a few 
writers in the journalistic field 
into ego trips which threaten the 
credibility of the profession," 
Gallagher said. "They devote 
tens of thousands of words to 
their inner reactions to their 
news event, practice amateur 
psychoanalysis of the motives of 
the participants, 
including 


themselves, and interpret it in 
the light of their own prejudices. 


"If they don't bore the reader 


to death, they infuriate rather 
than inform him." 


"It is not difficult, but it is 


highly unpopular, because if you 
truly write an objective story on 
many of the issues of today, you 
will be disliked and probably 
denounced by all sides you are 
writing about," he said, adding 
that the expression of opinion 
has "a legitimate place" in 
columns of opinion.

were victims of an elaborate 
frame-up which, fortunately, did 
not fool the jury. 


Q. Don't you believe that the 


speed with which the jury acted 
to free the defendants on all 
counts suggests the flimsiness of 
the evidence? 


A. Once again, in order to 


believe 
that 
it 
becomes 


necessary to believe that the 
prosecutor, District Attorney 
Frank Hogan, would move in 
such an important case on the 
basis of fclimsy evidence. Either 
the jury was snowed, or the 
judge was snowed. The former 
is likelier than the latter. 


Q. Isn't that another way of 


saying that you believe the jury 
was deceived into a Not Guilty 


verdict? 


A. No. One juror was quoted 


as saying, simply, that there 
wasn't enough "hard evidence." 
That is a value judgment, and I 
approve of the system that gives 
it to laymen rather than to 
professionals to judge whether 
evidence is sufficient to convict. 
But I deny that conviction or 
"vindication" morally binds 
third parties. For some reason it 
is not considered extraordinary 
to say about a man who has been 
found guilty, that one believes 
him to be innocent. But the 
reverse is not countenanced. 


Q. Don't you think that this 


verdict goes a long way to 
vindicate Kingman Brewster's 
statement last May that he 
didn't think it possible to have a 
fair trial of a Black Panther in 
the current mood, since the 
indictment was obviously a 
frame-up? 


A. I think exactly the con- 


trary. The fact that a jury with 
eight whites on it unanimously 
disagreed with the prosecutor's 
contentions, suggests that the 
trial was fair in the sense in 
which Brewster was using the 
term. Remember, a "fair" trial 
is generally misused to mean a 
trial in which the defendants are 
let loose. Thus, a "fair" trial of 


Angela Davis, in the language of 
the Charles Garrys and the 
William Kunstlers, is a trial 
which will show her not guilty. A 
trial that finds her guilty, will be 
denounced as a "rigged" trial. 


Q. Will you at least concede 


that the verdict does a great 
deal to vindicate the Black 
Panther movement? 


A. 
The 
Black 
Panther 


movement was not on trial. 
Insofar as the defendants are 
concerned, 
their 
acquittal 


suggests that they are less than 
diligent disciples of the most 
widely recognized leader of the 
Black Panther movement, Mr. 
Eldridge Cleaver: whose in- 
structions to his flock, as written 
one year ago in the introduction 
to the book by Jerry Rubin, were 
to "rise up and kill pigs." 


Q. You will at least admit that 


a great many people will con- 
clude, from the verdict of the 
trial, that 13 innocent men spent 
almost two years of their lives in 
jail, as the result of phoney 
evidence, and that what it all 
adds up to is another example of 
racist-discrimination by facist- 
prosecutors in New York? 


A. Yes, I do believe that that is 


exactly what a great many 
people will conclude.

Threats Against Small Business

Excessive wage demands, 


rapidly rising taxes and the high 
cost of crime were singled out 
today as major threats against 
the survival of small businesses. 


"A continuance of the wage 


trends of the recent past, 
especially in the building trades, 
is a luxury this nation simply 
cannot afford," said Wilson S. 
Johnson, president of the 28- 
year-old National Federation of 
Independent Business. 


He spoke to 1,500 federation 


members gathered here for 
their first annual convention. 
They are to hear President 
Nixon on Wednesday. 


Wage boosts far exceeding 


productivity have accelerated 
U. S. inflation, Johnson of San 
Mateo, said, while national 


productivity has lagged. Eight 
other countries have surpassed 
this country, he said, in the rate 
of improvement in output per 
man-hour in the past five years 
— Japan, Germany, France, the 
Netherlands, Sweden, Italy, 
Canada and Britain. 


The increase in thefts, rob- 


bery and vandalism and the 
escalating cost of crime in- 
surance "are problems eating at 
the very vitals of independent 
business," Johnson said, ad- 
ding: 


"A substantial number of 


small businesses either are not 
insured at all, or have serious 
trouble buying insurance." 


Sen. Alan Bible, D-Nev., told 


the federation the Tax Reform 
Act of 1969 "turned out to be a 
setback for the small business 


community." 


The administration's 
tax 


proposals have had big business 
tax relief as their primary aim, 
Bible said in a prepared lun- 
cheon 
address, 
"with 
no 


realistic consideration given to 
the needs of small business." 


Bible is the co-author of 


legislation which would provide 
federal tax forgiveness for three 
years to new small enterprises. 
It also 
would 
apply 
the 


graduated income tax principle 
to business taxation. Present 
law calls for a 22 pt-r cent tax on 
the first $25,000 of a cor- 
poration's taxable earnings, 
then 48 per cent on the rest. 


The Bible legislation would 


start with 20 per cent on the first 
$50,000, followed by a sliding 
scale of increased rates for 
higher incomes.

Bundeswehr. "No Russian will 
attempt an attack, if, when he 
attacks, he meets an American. 
. . The Soviets would not risk 
such a meeting because they 
would run the immediate risk of 
coming up against American 
nuclear power." 


Should American forces be 


reduced from 300,000 to 150,000 
soldiers as the Senate majority 
leader proposes, de Maiziere 
asserted: "I would have to ask 
myself if the Americans then 
would be ready to respond with 
their nuclear power if it became 
necessary."

Social Security Bill 
Gets Committee Nod 


ByJOHNSTOWELL 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee has given final approval 
to a bill carrying a 5-per-cent 
increase in Social Security 
benefits and the basics of 
President Nixon's welfare- 
reform plan. 


"I have been assured by the 


President himself that the ad- 
ministration is in full support of 
this bill," the committee 
chairman, Hep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Ark., said Monday. 


Although President Nixon 


would have preferred not to 
have the benefit increases tied 
to welfare, Mills said, the $12 
billion legislation has bipartisan 
backing and should clear the 
House easily. 


The estimated $2.1-billion 


benefit boost would take effect 
June 1,1972, on the heels of a 10- 
per cent increase this year and a 
15-per cent hike last year 


It was written in by a 13-12 


vote Monday after Rep. Joe D. 
Waggoner Jr., D-La., shifted his 
position from last Thursday. 


The welfare portion of the 


measure, a modification of 
Nixon's family assistance plan, 
was criticized anew by the 
National 
Welfare 
Rights 


Organization and a Coalition, 
Campaign for Adequate Welfare 
Reform Now. 


"The bill is an insurance 


policy for state treasuries but 
hurts poor people, especially 
women and children," said 
George A. Wiley, executive 
director of the National Welfare 
Rights Organization. 


"It is worse than the present 


welfare system," commented 
David M. Ackerman of the 
National Council of Churches, a 
member of the Coalition. 


By establishing a $2,400 in- 


come floor for families of four, 
the Federal government would 
take on a bigger share of the 
nation's welfare costs. 


Mills said the measure would 


make it harder to get on welfare 
and easier to get off. He cited 
federal regulated screening and 
uniform national standards for 
eligibility, and job training and 
financing of public service jobs. 


The proposed Social Security 


benefit increase next year would 
impose no immediate payroll 
tax hikes beyond those already 
contained in the measure to pay 
for the boost passed earlier this 
year. That would mean a $145 
tax increase next year for a 
worker earning $10,200 or more, 
and an equal amount to be paid 
by his employer.

the cost of living exceeds 3 per

projections, would occur Jan. l, 
1973, Mills said.
